A  jiropofition,  than  which,  nothing, 
in  my  opin  on  can  be  more  prejudi- 
cial to  your  tights,  or  dangerous  to 
your  property.  Prejudicial  to  your 
rights,  by  (orally  fubverting  their 
foundation;  and  transferring  the  uni- 
ted acl,  of  pub'ic  juftice,  and  public 
bounty,  as  wall  as  the  ojeft  of  your 
mvn  2cknowledgmen  s,  from  Virginia, 
to  Kentucky.  Dangerous  to  your

And  becaufe  the  cffieeis  &c  have  a 
veiled  right  in  their  refpecrive  quan* 
titles  of  land,  which  is  alfo  protec- 
ted under  the  following  declaration 

in  the  Kentucky  Conftitution  

»«  That  all  rights,  actions,  profe- 
cutions,  claims  and  contracts,  as 
well  of  individuals,  as  of  bodies 
corporate,  ihaii  continue  as  if  the 
faid  Government  (of  Kentucky) 
had  not  been  eftabJilhed."  Now  it 
is  obvious  ihat  if  the  Government 
of-'KfcnTuckv  had  nor  been  eftablilh-

would  in  this  inftance  be  fubject  to 
that  controul  from  individuals, 
which  wd$  thought  fo  exceptiona- 
ble in  the  Virginia  Ltg if! an, re,  and 
which  was  given  up  by  Virginia  in 
her  act  of  1789.  Toil  brings  me 
to  obferve,  that  there  is  nj  law* 
which  at  this  time  prohibits  the 
Officers  &c.  f,  cm  proceeding  to  lo- 
cate and  lurvry  their  lands.  Th# 
que-flion  then,  is  not  as  wai  agita- 
ted in  the  Lite  AtTembly,  whether 
the  Officers  &c.  fhall  have  leave  to 
proceed  in  this  bufinefs  5  but  whe- 
ther the  Legiflaturc  of  Kentucky 
will  reftrain  them  from  proceeding. 
And  in  this  I  am  clearly  of  opinion, 
that  they  may,  and  that  they  ought 
to  proceed  as  ufual,  there  being  no 
law  to  the  contrary.  And  thofe 
among  them,  whopoflefs  the  fame 
high  opinion  of  the  enlightened  po- 
licy—juftice  and  liberality  of  the 
prefent  AfTembly  that  I  do,  will 
accellerate  their  induilry  in  this  bu- 
finefs,  in  proportion  to  wic  approach 
of  their  nexi  lelfion.

Some  time  laft  week,  two  Pe- 
rogues  uith  feveral  men  and  a  fa- 
mily on  board,  were  going  down 
the  Kentucky  river,  and  near  Dren- 
nons  lick,  difcovered  an  Indian  a 
head  on  the  bank  of  the  river ;  as 
they  approached  he  rattled  a  fmall 
bell,  upon  which  the  vefleL  went  to 
the  oppofite  fhore  j  immediately  a 
horn  v\as  founded  by  the  Indians, 
which  was  anfwered  by  the  halloo- 
ing of  a  number  of  Indians  on  the 
fame  fide  they  had  landed,  which 
occafioned  them  to  leave  their  pro- 
perty and  make  their  efcape  to  the 
fettlement  of  Elkhorn,  where  they 
all  arrived  fafe.  It  is  faid  they  left 
about  £200  worth  of  property  in 
the  Pt rogues,  confifting  of  flour, 
bacon  and  whifkey — they  were  de- 
ftifVned  to  the  Mifliflippi. 

We  are  informed  that  the  fpies 
that  were  down  the  Kentucky,  came 
in  on  Sunday  laft  to  the  frontiers  on 
Elkhorn,  and  informed  that  tney 
had  difcovered  the  fign  of  about  20 
Indians  making  towards  the  fettle- 
ment of  Frankfort,  and  within  a- 
bout  $  miles  of  that  place  ,  a  party 


immediately  raiftd  and  went  ia 
fetch  of  them  but  the  Indians  eva- 
ded them  by  taking  to  the  hills. 

On  Thuif'day  the  28th  ulr.  the 
Indians  tomahawked  three  women 
who  were  pulling  flax  at  Long-lick, 

in  Nelfon   county.  On  the 

fame  day  a  party  of  Indians  were 
difcovered  matching  Eaitins  mill  ou. 
the  heid  of  Be.irgrafs. 

The  fettlement  on  RuiTd's  creek 
are  fomuch  hi r raffed  by  the  Indiana 
that  they  have  petitioned  the  Exe- 
cutive for  relief,  or  they  w  ill  be  o- 
bliged  to  abandon  their  Settlements 
— we  are  informed  that  a  party  of 
Militia  v\ill  be  fenl  to  their  relief 
from  Lincoln  county  who  are  to  ren- 
dezvous on  Monday  next. 

Bv  fevernl  gentlemen  who  arri- 
ved in  town  yetlerday  from  Fort 
Washington,  we  are  in  informed 
that  about  the  27th  ult.  19  men 
at  Fort  Jefferfon  went  out  to  cut 
grafs:  and  v. ere  lired  on  by  a  party 
ot  Indians,  and  one  of  them  only 
efcaped  into  the  garnlbn  ;  four  of 
thtm  only  had  been  found  dead, 
the  others  miffing.  They  alfo  in- 
form thar  four  Indians,  of  the  Wa- 
bafh  tribes  h.ve  come  to  Fort 
Wafhmgton,  but  a*  neither  of  them 
can  fpaak  Enginh,  nor  is  there  any 
interpreter,  at  that  place,  their  bu- 
finefs is  not  yet  known.
